I, the undersigned person of the age of

eighteen years or more, as incorporator of a corporation

under the Washington Business Corporation Act, adopt the

following Articles of Incorporation for such corporation:

ARTICLE I. NAME

The name of this corporation is JONES-

GOODELL CORPORATION.

ARTICLE 2. DURATION

The period of its duration is perpetual.

ARTICLE 3. PURPOSES

This corporation is organized for the following

purposes:

(a) To be involved in the shipbuilding business

including but not limited to the manufacture, sale, lease,

rental, repair and maintenance of ships whether power

boats or sailboats of any-kind or nature.

(b) To buy and sell merchandise of a general

nature and particularly to buy and sell merchandise related

to the shipbuilding industry.

(c) To manufacture such products necessary for the

accomplishment of any other purposes herein.

(d) To purchase or otherwise acquire, so far

as permitted by law, the whole or any part of the under-

taking of any business of any firm, corporation or person

engaged in the same general character of business for which

this corporation is organized, and the property and liabilities,

including the good will, assets and stock in trade thereof,

and to pay for the same either in cash or in shares, or

partly in cash and partly in shares.

(e) To the same extent as natural persons might

or could do, to purchase or otherwise acquire, and to

hold, maintain, work, develop, sell, lease, exchange, hire,

convey, mortgage or otherwise dispose of and deal in, lands

and leaseholds, and any interest, estate and rights in

real property and any personal or mixed property, and any

franchises, rights, business or privileges necessary,

convenient and appropriate for any of the purposes herein

expressed.

. (f) To acquire by purchase, subscription or

otherwise, and to hold for investment or otherwise, and

to use, sell, assign, transfer, mortgage, pledge or other-

wise deal .with or dispose of stocks, bonds or any other

obligations or securities of any corporation or corporations;

and to merge or consolidate with any corporation or

corporations in such manner as may be provided by law.
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(g) To borrow, money, and to make and issue

notes, bonds, debentures, obligations and evidences of

indebtedness of all kinds, whether secured by mortgage,

pledge or otherwise, without limit as to amount, except

as may be prohibited by statute, and to secure the same

by mortgage, pledge or otherwise, and generally to make

and perform agreements and contracts of every kind and

description.

(h) To engage in any business, trade or

activity which may lawfully be conducted by a corporation

organized under the Washington Business Corporation Act.

(i) To engage in all such activities as are

incidental or conducive to the attainment of the purposes

of this corporation or any of them and to exercise any

and all powers authorized.or permitted to be done by a'

corporation under any laws that may be now or hereafter

applicable or available to this corporation.

The foregoing clauses of this Article 3 shall

each be construed as purposes and powers, and the matters

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ARTICLE 4. SHARES

This corporation shall have authority to issue

50,000 shares of common stock and each share shall have a

par value of $1.00.

ARTICLE 5. COMMENCEMEHT OF BUSINESS

This corporation will not commence business until

consideration of the value of at least Five Hundred Dollars

has been received for the issuance of its shares.

ARTICLE 6. CONTRACTS IN WHICH DIRECTORS HAVE INTEREST

Any contract or other transaction between this

corporation and one or more of its directors, or between

this corporation and any corporation, firm, association

or other entity of which one or more of its directors are

stockholders, members, directors, officers or employees

or in which they are interested, shall be valid for all

purposes, notwithstanding the presence of such director

or directors at the meeting of the Board of Directors, which

acts upon or in reference to such contract or transaction

and notwithstanding his or her participation in such

action, by voting or otherwise, even though his or their

presence or vote, or both, might have been necessary to

obligate this corporation upon such contract or transaction;

provided, juhat the fact of such interest shall be disclosed

to or known by the Directors acting on such contract or

transaction.
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ARTICLE 7. DIRECTORS

The number of directors of this corporation shall

be fixed by the bylaws and may be increased or decreased

from time to time in the manner specified therein. The
